Henry Clay Taylor was 
born

er, a well-known publisher, was an In- 
timate friend of Henry Clay, and the 
son was named in honor of the Ken- 
tucky statesman. 
His mother 
was a 


grand-daughter of Col. Charles Slinms, 
friend of (Jen. Washington. 


Appointed to the Naval Academy In 


1S»50, tho rise of young Taylor through 
the various grades of the service was 
rapid. 
He was made 
ensign 
three 


years later, and assigned to the stenm 
sloop Shenandonh, which took part in 
the bombardment of Fort Fisher. 
He 


was appointed a master in 18<>5, and In 
IStW a lieutenant 
commander. 
Ten 


years of his life were devoted to pur- 
suits which have more to do with the 
bureau work of the department than 
with active service. 


His most conspicuous service was 


dcue la the Spanlsb-Amc-rlcau 
war. 


Capt. Taylor was assigned In 1897 to 
the battleship Indiana. 
He escorted 


the forces of Maj. Gen. Shatter to San- 
tiago, directing fifteen naval vessels 
and a convoy of thirty-five transports 
with such skill that the last vessel 
came in sight within an hour after the 
appearance of the Indiana. 
On the 


night before the naval battle of San- 
tiago the Indiana was assigned to tho 
duty of keeping watch on the harbor. 


The Indiana did splendid service In 


this battle, and was In turn engaged 
by the Spanish cruisers as they came 
out. 
She inflicted heavy damage on 


the Vlzcaya and the Colon.

Green Feed For Fowls. 


H. M. Stiles, of San Diego, writes 


as follows for the Fruit World on 
green feud for fowln: 


Now that the dry season is upon us, 


one of the most important questions 
we have to answer is, What shall we 
do for green feed? Fortunate indeed 
is the man who has an alfalfa patch 
where his poultry can range. 


Green feed we must have. 
Without 


it our poultry is not in condition to 
do its best. TLe egg yield will sud- 
denly stop, or nearly so. The young 
chicks will not grow'as fast as they 
should. The yolk of the egg will be- 
come of a sickly yellow color, aud 
the keeping qualities of the egg bo 
impaired. 
The hen will not come 


through the moult in good shape, con- 
sequently she will not be ready to 
shell out those high-priced eggs next 
fall that wo are so fond of getting. 
Fowls that have the range of an or- 
chard whore irrigating is done, will 
pick up a great deal of greenery, but 
those that are yarded must be provided 
for in some other way. 


During the winter and spring thi 


best, feed I can get is barley. Sow it 
very thick on rich ground and it will 
grow fast and make a very tender and 
juicy feed. If cut before it commences 
to head and irrigated, it wili make a 
second cutting. Kim it through your 
feed cutter and you have a feed that 
is uuequaled, and your fowls will out 
almost any amount of it. For a sum- 
mer feed alfalfa 
IH as good 
OH any- 


thing. Keep it irrigated and cut bo- 
fore it hardens. 
While riot enton as 


readily as barley, it is very rich and 
furnishes more than simply green feed. 
For those who only have u few fowls, 
cabbage, rup«, kale, etc., arc excel- 
lent aud easily raised. 


Australia Halt brush makes an excel- 


lent forage for poultry aud grown well 
on dry land. 
On account of lt< low 


habit of growth it in almost impossible 
to cut it for yarderl fowlH. 
But who 


used for pasture it furnishes a large 
amount of feed. 


Blue grass also is good. 
A small 


lawn will furulub green food for quite 
a flock of chickens. (Jut it every week 
or ten days and feed right from the 
iuwu mowor. There aro many bless- 
ings to bo had from tho lawn; tho 
fresh green is restful to tho eyes and 
greatly improves the general appear- 
ance of u place. 
If this In not remun- 


eration enough for tho trouble of funk- 
ing one,then look at the value of lawn 
clippings for poultry.

For instance, the ill-famed 
Death valley of California could bo 
made, It iu stated, an ideal habitat for 
he pulrn, thus not only redeeming 
his tract from arid sterility but ron- 
oYlng it no longer a menace to tho 
ravoler in that region. 
Tno date palm thrives undor coudi- 
ions that would bo fatal to most 
lants—scorching 
heat, absence of 


ainfall, prevalonoc of dry winds. 
It 


u remarkable power of resistance 


to alkali, and these characteristics 
Hpeclully fit It for use in sections that 
are so salty as to prevent tho culti- 
vation of other crops. Once tho trees 
have attained maturity their shade 
makes it possible to cultivate othor 
fruit trooiH that could not so well with- 
stand the direct rays of tho sun—such 
as figs, almonds, olives, eto. 
Under 


those, again, vegetables can be grown, 
so that veritable oases aro creator! In 
the deserts.

Consequently, their 
system, having 


tramp cars in transit forces them to 
break the market to which they have 
f. o. b. uoods going aud causes the 
rejection of f. o. b. orders and

loss on tho 'rejected cars,' 
which 


can never bo sold for the p^ic-o they 
would have brought if sent direct to 
market unsold." 


Alluding to claim) so frequently 


made lomemontha since that tho mar- 
ket was stimulated by f.o.b. sales, 
because a jobber who bad bought a 
car of fruit at a good price f. o. b. 
would try to bold up the market, 
Mr. Foy says: 


"If it jobber buys a car f.o.b. and 


the market is higher on its arrival I 
know from an experience of about 
twenty years that he will cut tho price 
as low H8 ho possibly can in order to 
put out of business his competitor 
who may have paid more for 
his 


f r u i t and force the market down with 
that one carload, to as to cause his 
competitor a loss or make B sick mar- 
ket. 
Consequently 
on such pur- 


chases, f.o.b. sales are a detriment to 
every market." 
(A jobber's interest 


is to sell at a profit what he already 
bus bought, but equally so to smaah 
the prices at which he can replace 
what ho sells.

prices, as mucb as prime cost.

When a jobber buys fruit f.o.b. 


and the market is fifty cents to a 
dollar above what he bought it for at 
the time the car arrives be ucoopts the 
shipment and tho grower loses tbo 
amount of the advance. 


"On a great many manufactured 


commodities aud others that are not 
of a perishable nature on which thiro- 
can bo an absolute grade established 
and no opportuntiy for deterioration, 
many times the price is named f. o.b. 
shipping point with safety; but on u 
perishable commodity on which .there 
can be such a decided difference of 
opinion as to grade, quality, packing, 
condition, etc.. it is, in my opinion, 
entirely outside of good business priu 
ciples for the grower of that commod- 
ity to oven attempt to sell bis goods 
f.o. b. shipping point, without having 
hi'j spot cash before the car 
JCUVCH*, 


at a price tbut bo personally knows 
is tho top of tho market. 
No grower 


of fruit, 
with few exceptions, has 


facilities for finding out the true con- 
dition of tbo markets of tho country, 
and what tbo prospects are, as well as 
tho man who is in the bmlnoss and 
does nothing else but spend all of bis 
time looking 
up tho markets and 


watching conditions and judging of 
tho future. 
The grower has not tho 


time to spare as ho i.s attending to 
other business, and if it is possible for 
him to market bis goods through some 
source where be is given all of this 
information on 
tho markets of the 


country, and places his fruit on tho 
market in small quantities from month 
to month so that ho will not risk bis 
whole crop on tho market in one 
month of tho year; and Joll his goods 
whuu it arrives on the market at mar- 
ket valuo, and pays only the cost of 
marketing, there is no other system 
whereby ho can secure better results 
and get ovoiy cent tho fruit sells for 
as ho can through tho old JOxhctingo 
system of soiling delivered. 


"Tho delivered, plan is tho 
only 


plan, in my opinion, whereby u pur- 
ishuble commodity of any kind can 
bo marketed successfully, 
uiul to thu 


best interests of tho growor. Through 
this system the goods uro forecd onto 
the market, uiul it is possible to place 
tbo largest quantity of fruit timt can 
bo placed, as wo havu it in transit 
uud on trucks at nil times, so tbut \vo 
can not only give tho jobber a 
full 


supply, but 
keep 
him thoroughly 


loaded, which 
will compel him to 


work hard ouiHtuntly to get out from 
under tho goods. On the f.o.b. 'sys- 
tem, if it were elosejj

selling at auction

all tho rest of the systems which the 
Citrus Union and shippers of oranges 
from California advoacate, are sys- 
tems, in my opinion, that they can 
operate more effectually in their own 
interests, and not in tho interests of 
the grower.

Up Uoyn Found In the Vocation. 


Belgium has Indeed 
become 
the 


groat lace-making center of the world. 
With its one thousand luce-schools and 
one hundred and fifty thousand work- 
ers—chiefly women, though tiny chil- 
dren and even grown-up boya are by 
no means exempt from thin 
dainty 


duty—It Is turning out millions of dol- 
lars' worth of hand-made lace each 
year. 
The women lace-makers are 


called dentellieres. 


Though the shop in tho Belgian city 


Is the meccu of (ho fair purchaser, It 
Is the lltle town with Its horde of 
lace-makers that also 
Interests 
the 


tourist. 
It Is common all over Bel- 


glum, In fact, to see tho humble lace- 
maker working away In front of her 
cottage door. 
Usually there Is a row 


of them—probably n score—who have 
gathered from one street before one 
particular house, whore all day long 
"tho needle piles Its busy tayk." Be- 
tween turns of the needle or twists of 
the bobbin tho workor sings a song 
commending Siilnt Anne, patron saint 
of tho dentellleres, which concludes, 
after declaring work a burden, with 
the wish that "every day was the fete 
of Hiilnt Anne."

make lace as to eat, and even tho ba- 
bloH are brought up on the bobbin, 
as It were.
